To the Tax payers of the Village of Rutland: 

Your Trustees, elected for the year ending April 30th, 1879, 
organized by the election of 1ST. F. Page as President, and H 
L, Verder as Clerk. 

R. N. Patch was elected Street Commissioner. 

The Trustees submit herewith a list of all orders drawn by 
them upon the Treasurer, with statement in detail of the 
expenditures:

A claim of A. C. Bates, J. B. Kilburn and others, amounting 
to $531.74, for the construction of a sewer in the rear of 
buildings on the north side of Center Street, was presented to 
your Trustees, who thought best to refer to the tax-payers at 
the annual meeting. 

The board have issued 5 per cent. Bonds, interest payable 
semi annually, to the amount of 844,500.00, for the construc¬ 
tion of a new water line aud funding bonds past due. Your 
* Trustees have drawn orders on the Treasurer to the amount of 
$28,274.23, in payment of bills for the construction of the new 
water line, certified to by the committee appointed by the 
village at a meeting held for that purpose. 

A part of the bonds were sold at a premium of two and onedialf 
per cent. There are bonds to the amount of $2,500 00 in the 
hands of the Treasurer unsold, and your Auditor will recom¬ 
mend a disposition of them.

To provide for outstanding orders, less the balances in and 
due the treasury, including the estimate for the current year, 
will require a tax of fifty cents on the dollar. 

During the past year the board have built a lock-up in the 
Village Hall, that will accommodate eight persons, at an expense 
not exceeding $125.00, which is deemed sufficient for the 
present, The Trustees’ rooms have also been refurnished. 

The reports of the Treasurer, Auditor, Chief Engineer, 
Water Commissioners and Water Committee are annexed, and 
the voters are referred to them for further details.

The annual interest upon the water debt is $3,425, and the 
net annual income of the water works over interest and ordi¬ 
nary expenses is about $4,000. There was probably an error 
of $300 in the amount of water bonds reported last year as past 
due. All overdue bonds are now paid. The sum of $1,600.75 
received from water rents during the past year has been applied 
toward refunding the amount paid from village taxes for inter¬ 
est coupons on reservoir bonds ; leaving (including interest) a 
balance of $2,965.02, to be paid hereafter. The village 
authorized the issue of bonds to the amount of $16,000 to be 
applied in payment of the water debt, of which only $13,500 
have been sold ; $2,500 remaining in the hands of the Treas¬ 
urer.

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMITTEE. 


1 o the Village of Rutland: 

The committee appointed by you to carry out the plau for 
supplying the village with water from East Creek, hereby 
submit their report. 

The necessary authority was conferred upon the committee 
at a meeting held May 28, 1878, at which time various esti¬ 
mates were furnished. 

It is with great pleasure that your committee are enabled to 
report that the work has been completed at an expense very 
much less than the lowest of the original estimates, or the 
expense contemplated by your vote. Much credit is due to 
Mr. L. E. Roys for his location of the excellent line which was 
adopted. According to estimate No. 3 of Percy M. Blake, 
Esq., an engineer of great experience, the cost of the conduit 
and inlet work exclusive of a standpipe was estimated at 
|60,080.d0. The committee appointed at a previous village 
meeting estimated the same at $46,000. Neither estimate 
included laud damages or incidental expenses. The actual cost 
is as follows :—

There are two small claims for land damages, and one tor 
damage to water power which are in process of settlement. 

The tools and material remaining on hand upon the comple¬ 
tion of the inlet work, were turned over to the Water Commis¬ 
sioners. 

The contract for furnishing and laying the conduit pipe was 
awarded to Thomas H. Regan of Philadelphia, and the Glou¬ 
cester Iron Works. We can say that, in every particular, Mr. 
Regan has fulfilled his contract, and completed the work to the 
entire satisfaction of the committee. A contract for part of the 
inlet work was awarded to Manley & Ross, and the balance 
was completed by day labor. 

We have had the hearty co-operation of the Village Trus¬ 
tees, and have acted ia harmony with them. They have our 
thanks for their confidence, which we trust has been deserved. 
They are entitled to much credit for their promptness and good 
judgment in the settlement of claims for land damages. 

There is now an abundant supply of#'ery pure water. That 
the village may reap the full benefit of the present supply of 
water, it is necessary that larger distribution pipes should be 
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substituted in some localities. This should be done with a 
view to future extension, as, from time to time, the needs of 
the village may require. With the addition of sufficient 
hydrants, the security from destructive fires would be increased 
and the efficiency of our fire department promoted. A judicious 
expenditure ol not exceeding $15,000 would, in the opinion of 
your committee, be sufficient for these purposes.

Survey for Sewers. 


To the Village Trustees : 

Gentlemen : 

In compliance with your 
request, I have made surveys of tbe proposed routes tor sewer 
on the west side of the railroad in this village. 

The problem differs from all former ones respecting this 
sewer in this: heretofore it has been a question of disposing o^ 
the water which, at the present time, is conveyed to East Creek 
by the School street sewer ; now it is proposed to provide for 
that, and in addition, to provide for the drainage in the vicinity 
of Cherry, Franklin and Granger streets, as well as the territory 
lying to the south of them. 

At the present time this drainage discharges through a sewer 
and culvert into an open ditch near the intersection of Forest 
and Cherry streets. 

Another sewer from Union street crosses Forest street and 
discharges into an open ditch on the west side of Forest street. 

These sewers and the natural drainage in this vicinity, all 
tend to a common point in the low ground about two hundred 
feet west of Forest street, and from this point they flow in an 
open ditch to Picrpoint’s cove. 

In view of the trouble experienced with the School street 
sewer, and that portion of the sewer between School street and 
the railroad, it is proposed to run the sewer directly from the 
railroad to the low ground west of Forest street, already 
referred to, and which I will designate the “ junction.’’ 

Also, to continue the sewer from Forest street—near Cherry 
street—to this “ junction.” Also, to continue the sewer in 
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Union street, from Forest street to intersect with the sewer 
from the railroad to the “junction/’ 

I would recommend a 36 inch iron pipe from the railroad to 
the “junction.” Adso, a 36 inch pipe from Forest street to the 
“junction.” Also, a 20 inch pipe from Forest street to inter¬ 
sect with the pipe from the railroad. 

From the “junction,” I would recommend a 48 inch pipe to 
Pierpoint’s cove. 

The distance from the railroad to the “junction” is 1,141 
feet. Fall, 9 feet. 

From Forest street to “junction,” 189 feet. Fall, 1 ,|jo feet. 

From Forest street to intersection with pipe from railroad, 
100 feet. 

From junction to Pierpoint’s cove, 832 feet. Fall, 3 feet. 

Estimated Cost of Sewers. 


From railroad to “junction,”.$4,415 80 

“ Forest st. to “ . 759 50 

“ “ to intersection with pipe from 

railroad,... 46 40 

“ “junction” to Pierpoint’s cove,. 4,221 75 


$9,443 45 


The above pipes to be f inch thick, laid with leaded joints. 

It has been suggested to run the pipe from the “junction” to a 
point near the mouth of the present open ditch and thence into 
Pierpoint’s cove, but I am of the opinion that that would not be 
judicious.
